The “ Wine Cases "—Duels—Serious and 
Fatal @Ones—The Lecisiatare — The

Editors Memphis Appeal : 

The good people of this city in general, 
and the members of the bar in particu- 
lar, are very much interested just at 
present in certain suits which are now 
pending in the United States District 
Court at this city, known generally es 
the wine cases.’’ 
attempting to confiscate about $500,000 
worth of wine, alleging that the price at 
which it has been invoiced is less than 
its real cost. The wine is marked as 


that quality of wine could not be bought 
at Bordeaux for the price given. The 
defendante, however, claim that the 
wine is correctly invoiced, it being wortb 
no more than the price stated, but they 
admit that it is falsely named. The 
Government has brought over from 
England, as witnesses, three individuals 
who are claimed to be _ professional 
tasters, on the faith of their having been 
employed in London as dealers in wine 
for a long. series of years. And these 
parties testify that the wine in contro- 
versy is Blai Superieur, and that it could 
not have been bought in France for the 
price at which it is invoiced, while the 
most experienced wine merchants of this 
city say that it is cargo wine, and worth 
no more than the price givev. Any 
way, the importers are forced to admit 
that they have been guilty of fraud, ei- 
ther against the Government or against 
their customers. And as their customers 
they

riously gulling our dear’ public, 
by selling as Blai Superieur, wine which 
they now confess was of an inferior 
grade. The Government witnesses, the 
three Cockney individuals referred to 
above, have created quite a stir among 
the don vivants of our community, by 
stating that none of the first quality of 
wines are sent to this couniry. And the 
question, ‘“‘Have we any good wine 
among us,’”’ promises to last as long, and 
be as hotly contested as the celetrated 
one started some years ago by Pufnam’s 
Monthly in regard toa member of the 
Bourbon dynasty.

At last he carried bis raileries so far that

Just at this critical moment the brother 
of the yourg lady came up, and, hearing 
that his sister had been insulted, he tore 
the mesk from our young Paul Pry and 
struck him. A challenge was the result, 
and a meetirg accordipgly took place 
last week. It was agreed upon that the 
cembatants should draw for the first shot. 
The young lady’s brother haviog won, 
fired firat, but missed his antagonist. 
After this he stood up calmly and fixed- 
ly, with bis left hand behind his back, 
awaiting the firecf his opponent, who, 
after spapping a cap ia the first attempt, 
recocked bis revolver and sbot‘him in 
the side just under the heart.

A REMARKABLE WILL CASE. 


A Millionaire Employs Bis fon at $1 50 
a Day—A Stranger Gets 87¢0,000—Curi- 
ous Developments, 


From the Chicago Post. } 

There came up this morning for trial 
in the Superior Court of Chicago, on the 
chancery side, one of the most impor- 
tant cases that has for a long time at- 
tracted the attention of the public. The 
immerse amount of property at stake, 
as well as the peculiar circumstances un- 
der which the suit ia instituted, together 
contribute to render the case one of unu- 
sual interest. The complainant in the 
case is one Henry Ublich, the eldest son 
of Car) Gottfriec Uhlich, deceased, and 
the suitis instituted for the purpose of 
recovering the one-third portion of his 
father’s eatate, the value of which is €s- 


_ nie, the idol of the aged parents, died, 
a jovial or somewhat equivocal appear- aod old Mr. Uulich, prostrated by grief

timated at not less than $1,500,000. 

In the year 1844 there lived et Witt- 
meyda, in the Kingdom of Saxony, an 
individual besring the name of Carl 
Gottfried Uhlich. At tbat time be had 
attained the age of 63 yeare, and pose- 
sessed what in the old gountry is con- 
sidered as constituting wealtb; his prop- 
erty being worth about $20,000, the pro- 
coeds of «a Jife spent in following the 
triple avocatious of a baker, innkeeper 
and distiller of liquors. His family at 
that time consisted of four children, a 
daughter and three sons, the eldest of 
whom, lLiarry Ublich, emigrated to 
America ia the year above mentioned. 
Just about this time, the little girl, Min- 


and eager for @ change of scene, fol- 
lowed his sou to America, bringing his 
entire family with him. 

Heury was at that time following the 
trade of a tanner in Chicago, and the 
father, naturally wishing to locate near 
his son, came to this city. Pussessin 
quite an amountof capital, but too ol 
to engage in active business, Mr. Ublich 
finaliy conciuded to invest his fuads in 
real estate, and in pursuance of this de- 
sign expended about $15,000 in the pur- 
chase of property in and adjoining what 
then constituted the city of Chicago. 
There has been but one resalt in the case 
of all who in those early days bought 
land in Chicago. The old man, as the 
city iaocreased in size, refused to part 
with any of the land thus obtained, sell- 
ing obply when compelled by circam- 
stances to do so, making all the improve- 
meats in his power, and expending the 
rents, which soon began to accrus, in 
erecting buildiogs of various kinds. 

Many of our citizens will remember 
the bent figure and faded blue coat of the 
oid man as he hobbled through the 
streets, Visiting his various possessions, 
and gazing with a childish pleasure upon 
the many changes and improvements 
which were constantly taking place. 
Tius be lived, each day adding to his 
wealth, until at his death, which oc- 
curred in November, 1867, the value of 
his estate was estimated .t the enormous 
sum of fifteen hundred thousand dollars. 
It had increased in vaius to one hundred 
times the original investmant. No bet- 
ter proof can be offered of the wonderful 
growth of the Garden City. So much 
forthe soures of this wealth. Now for 
the causes which led to the bringing on 
of the pending suit. 

For years previous to his death, old 
Mr Unlich, from the combined effects of 
ili health and advancing age and in- 
firmity, was rendered incapable of trans- 
acting his business, which, of course 
became constantly more complieated 
and onerous. Of the three sons, only 
one was capable of affording him assist- 
ance. 

Ernest, the youngest—it is claimed in 
the suit which has been instituted—is a 
person of small endowments and abili- 
ties. August, the next In age, is said to 
be a person of weak mind, and, in con- 
6. gpg Henry, the eldest, was the 
only one Capable of affording his father 
material assistance in vonducting his 
affaire, a duty which he performed for 
some yeare. 

But. difficulties arose between them. 
Henry Ublich possessed a large family, 
and wealthy as was his father, he 
allowed to the son for his services the 
paltry sum of $1 50 per day, 

At length, compeiled by necessity, 
Henry left his father; the two families 
became estranged, aud Henry returned 
to his original business of a tanner. 
Left thus alone, the old man sought 
eagerly for some one whom he could 
trust, and to whom he could confide the 
management of his affairs. 

A train of circumstances occurred, re- 
sultipg in the choice of aman named 
John H. Muhike, of the firm of Bigelow, 
Muhike & Cc., and well known in the 
city. Muhike succeeded so well in se- 
guring the confidence of Mr. Uhlich that 
coon everything was committed to his 
management. Whatever he counselled 
was performed, and it is claimed that the 
imbecile old man became a puppet in his 
hands, and so continued. till his death. 

Old Mr. Uhlich died intestate, but 
previous to his death he executed sev- 
eral deeds, thereby d'sposipg of all his 
property. Now comes the mooted pojnt. 
By the Ueeds thys executed, the eldest 
son, Henry, received property estimated 
at $60,000, the alleged weak-minded Au- 
gust received a house and lot and a reg- 
ular monthly allowance of $100; while 
all the remaining portion of the estate is 
equally divided between the son Ernest 
and the agent, Joho H. Mubike. 

Thus a man, entirely usconnected 
with the family by ties of blood, receives 
property to the extent of $700,000. 
Heace the cause of action. The com- 
plainant in the suitis, as migh$ be sup- | 

ed, the eldgst san, Henry; the de- | 
endante are the man Muhbike and the 
remaining sone, Ernest and Augyst. It 
is claimed cn the part of the complain: 
ant that old Mr. Ublich was, at the 
time of the exeoution of the deeds, under 
the influsnee of Muhlike to such an ex- 
tent as to be completely in his power, 
aud that Muhlike abused the gon fidence 
and trust placed in hing by working upon 
the hopes and fears of the old man until, 
having obtained such a complete ascend- 
ancy over him, he succeeded in obtain- 
Ing from him the enormous amount 
above mentioned. Of course these state- 
‘ments are denied by the defendants, it 
being claimed that old Mr, Ublich was 
in a condition to fully understand and 
appreciate the result his actions. 
Many interesting facts will be presented 
ia the evidence.

Effects of Color on Disease.

Thousands of people believe that red 
flannel is better than white for rheuma- 
tism. A red string worn round the neck 
is acommon preventive for nose-bleed.

W ASHINGTON, D. C., February 27. 

The statement that Gen. Grant had 
thrown his inflaence against the meas- 
ure to dismantle Georgia, expel her rep- 
resentatives from Congress, and reduce 
her to a state of vassalage wae verified 
to-day. He went to the capitol this 
morniag and sent for Boutwell, who had 
charge of the resolution, and frankly ex- 
pressed to himi his views on the subject. 


peared in the Reconstr uction Committee. 
be announced the indefinite postpone- 
ment of the resolution, which will be 
heard of no more. The circumstances 
which led to this important conclusion 
are as follows: Gen. Young, of Georgia, 
a Democratic R2presentative, aware that 
Boutwell was pressing the resolution, 
“and, if it were reported to the House, the 
reckless majority therein would adopt it 
under the usual gag, called on Gen. 
Grant and laid before him the facts, to- 
gether with the action of the Georgia 
Legislature. He appealed to the Gen- 
eral to use his power to protect a heip- 
leas people. He informed the Goneral 
that the Georgia Legislature bad passed 
an ordinance authorizing the Su- 
preme Court of the State to 
promptly adjudicate on a case which 
would determine the status of the 
negro, but that Gov. Bullock vetoed the 
billto prevent any adjustment, so that 
Congrese would retura t ie State to a ter- 
ritorial condition, and give Bullock con- 
trol of the offices, institute test oaths, 
and otherwise consummate ail the mis- 
chief possible. He urged Gen. Grant to 
advise a postponement of the proposed 
action of Congress, at least until the 
courts could decide the case. Gen. 


ought to refer the matter to the courts 
and abide their decision. The Legisla- 
ture acted badlg in expelling the coiored 
members, but its subsequent course in 
sending the question to the courts meets 
my views, and the veto of the Governor 
me. I do not think that Con- 
gress can the fact that G2orgia is 
a State in the Union. I hope tnat Con- 
gressional action will be postponed. 

Gen. Grant further intimated that ke 
would act at once, and with what effect 
is stated above.

Pa@ans have been sung in his 
praise; Legisiative enactments have ‘'!e- 
galized’’ his actions; but for all that, he 
is €@ MURDERER AND A THIEF, and to- 
day, in the broad light of heaven, he 
riots in his iniquities and makes them 
his glory. 

We published his infamies from day to 
dsy as they occurred, and though we 
have given to the world accouuts of 
atrocities, at the bare reading of.which 
the bi _curdies and grows cold, we 
have yet to detail his crowning infamy. 
Among those driven from their homes 
in Crittenden county, by the atrocities 
and rigors of the so-caile! ‘' mertial 
law’’ (which was naught else than a 
proclamation giviag uniimited leave to 
‘“‘loyal’’ negroes and whites to commit 
all crimes and shames upon white people 
who were not “loyal’’), was a Maj. Josiah 
Earle, who, to avoid the storm, came 
with his wifeand famiiy to Memphis. 
Here he remained undisturbed antil 
yesterday morping, when his peace and 
quiet was most rudely broken 
into by the following little episode: 
When Clayton, the infamous, left this 
clty -be left behind him an emissary 
named TURNER who, it' appears, was in- 
structed to deg and hunt down any per- 
sons whose names might thereafter be 
sent him or pointed outto him. Among 
others thus designated was Maj. Earle. 

Yesterday morning about nalf-past 
seven o’clock as the Mejor was standing 
in front of the Webster Block waiting 

for his wife, children and father-in-law, 

whom he was about to accompany to the 
landing, on their way heme to Arkan- 

sas, he was approached by Sergeant 
Mooney and officer McE!roy who 
informed him that be was their prisoner 
on @ warrant from ‘' Gov.’’ Clayton. 

Maj. Earle eubmitted immediately, 


and was being dragged off when he saw 


his wife and iamily coming up in a bug- 
gy, and held back to speak to them. O%- 
ficer McEIroy, it is said, struck him with 
his club, making a bruise and causing 
blood to flowfreely. [In justice to officer 


‘McElroy we wiil state that he claims to 


have struck Maj. Karle, acting under the 
impression that he was attempting to 
draw a pisto).|} He was carried to the 
First district stationhouse where he was 
ironed and searched. A pistol and some 
papers were found on his person, Among 
the latter was one, a garbled extract of 
which was printed in the fost yesterday 
evening. This paper read as follows ; 

‘+; Tall —— —— that I feel. it my duty 
to inform hini that acting in accordance 
with the epactments Of the Legisisture, 


hereafter the association known as the 


Ku-Klux Kian—in Crittenden. county, 
and ail other parts of the State—wiill 

disbanded. ‘This is done inorder to and 
by recent enactment on the partof the 
State, in restoring civil law and order in 
the county.”’ 

The miserable, lowflung lying scoundrel 


who mutilated it, did 80 with MURDER ia 
his heart, and with the intention of pre- 


udicing the public against Maj. Earle. 
he ‘'yeporter,’’ or any one eise who 
asserts that apy such order as that pub- 
lished in the fost was foynd on Maj. 
Earle’s person, lies. 

Messrs. Brown & Lyles, the energetic | 
attorneys who have taken so prominent 
a part in thwariing the previous de- 
signs of Clayton, were informed of the 
outrage almost immediately, and Mr. 
wrown set about obtaining a writ of 
habeas corpus, which Judge Harry Lee, 
of the Common Law Court, granted on 
appligation. Meanwhile, the police 
officers bad taken Maj. Earle, heaviiy 
ironed, down to the boat, bat before they 
could sneak him out of town they were 
overtaken and the writ served. [t was 
returnable at 8 o’clock p.m. 

The affair spread like wildfire, and was 
known all over the city almost imme- 
diately. Hundreds of friends of Maj. 
Earle thronged the streets, andin spite 
of the exciting ecenes whioh were trans- 
piring elsewhere, gathered in little Enotes 
all around, discussing the effair, and 
wondering who was to be the next vic- 


tim. 

Three o’clock came, and the prisoner 
and his friendsand attorneys, Brown, 
Lyles, Ed. Yerger, G. W. Brown, 
Ed. Beecher, Mr. Maseey, Mejor 
Sanford, Maj. Thorp, Arch, Wright, and 
forty ‘others, all volunteer counsel, 
thronged the Law Court room. Here, 
for am hour anda half, the case was 
argued, and at half-past four Maj. Farle 
was released on $10,000 bail to appear 
this evening at three o’clock. | 
_ He will be there, and hia friends with 
him, and we are confident that he will 
be released. But if he is not, if the 
murderer and thief, Clayton, conspiring 
with that other murderer, tyrant and 
thief, bave 89 arranged their 
cards that Maj. Karie’s blood must pay 
for his being a WHITE MAN and daring 
to assert his rights, then we can only say, 
God heip our manhood.
